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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -1 1 , a subcombination drawn to a cover for filtering a fluorescent 
lighting fixture, classified in Class 362, Subclass 293. 

II. Claims 12-19, a combination drawn to a fluorescent lighting fixture 
including a housing for retaining at least one fluorescent light source, 
classified in Class 362, Subclass 260. 

III. Claims 20-26, a subcombination drawn to a cover for filtering a fluorescent 
lighting fixture including a gasket for supporting light modifiers, classified 
in Class 362, Subclass 433. 

IV. Claims 27-30, a combination drawn to a fluorescent lighting fixture 
including a housing for a fluorescent light source, a cover including light 
modifiers, and a frame for retaining the cover and attached to the housing 
via a connector, classified in Class 362, Subclass 374/375. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention II does not recite the 
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protective layer of Invention I. The subcombination has separate utility such as a filter 
cover for a lighting fixture (Invention I). 

3. Inventions III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Invention IV does not recite the 
gasket of Invention III. The subcombination has separate utility such as a light modifier 
support for a fluorescent lighting fixture (Invention III). 

Conclusion 

The separate inventions, as described above, would require multiple and distinct 
searches, thus, placing an unnecessary burden upon the examiner. Applicant is 
advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of the 
invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
